GOES THROUGH CANAL WITH 
TRANSPORT.

AN INTERESTING PERSONALITY.

“Bgyptian Gazette” to gleai, in the course of, 
a short interview with the gallant captain at 
the Hotel Abbas, a few particulars relating 
to the siege of Port Arthur. 

Capt. Perie is on his way to Paris in 
order to arrange for the publication of 
a history of the celebrated siege. For 
this task he is eminently qualified. Not only 
was he in Port Arthur during the eleven 
months that preceded ‘the fall of the fortress, 
but for fully five years before the commence- 
ment of the preseut war,and he has in his posses- 
sion all the maps and plans necessary to a 
perfect understanding of the means adopted 
for the defence of Port Arthur. He and a 
brother officer kept elaborate diaries of the 
siege, but the latter having been killed, the 
only diary now available is that in his 
(Capt. Perie’s) possession. 

From the few incidents and descriptions 
given to our interviewer it is evident that 
Capt. Perie’s forthcoming book will be one 
that- will arouse world-wide interest, and its 
publication will be awaited with impatience both

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY AT SUEZ.

A TALE OF THE SEA.

Suez, Wednesday. 
The Greek steamer “Ipiros,” which 
con¥eyed Turkish pilgrims to Jeddah, proceeded 
afterwards to Koonfidah in order to discharge 
Government stores. Koonfidah is a Turkish 
port situated between Jeddah and Hodeidab, 
with@ strong garrison of Turkish troops. 
The garrison’s period of foreign service having 
expired, the troops were naturally anxious to 
leave the place, but no Government transport 
made an appearance. On the arrival of the 
“[piros” at that port, therefore, 30 soldiers 
boarded the vessel with the avowed object of 
visiting it, buttowardsevening seyeral boats full 
of soldiers came alongside ; and in spite of the 
captain's protest,962 officers and men embarked, 
and requested the skipper to convey them to 
Suez, or else they would kill everybody on 
board.

CAIRO AGRICULTURAL SHOW. 
ORENSTEIN AND KOPPEL'S

During the past few years the extension of 
the network of light railways in Egypt has 
been remarkable. ‘here is hardly a daira or 
a big industry oi uny sort 
not connecte i by these miniature lines, which 
reuder so much service to agriculture. In 
respect to the supply of these railways, 
Messrs. Orenstein Koppel occupy a 
predominant place in this country.
